development, have largely reduced the extent 
of game-holding ground. Consequently, the 
demand for shoots exceeds the supply, and 
prices asked and obtained for sporting rights 
are often not only out of all proportion to 
their value, but beyond the capacity of the 
man of-.moderate means. Not the least of 
the attractions of the Free State, therefore, 
is the extent and variety of shooting she has 
to offer.at a price commensurate with a 
modest purse, 

It is more than thirty years since I shot 
my first snipe on the bogs of Mayo, and, 
although much water has flowed under the 
bridges since those days, I do not think the 
sporting attractions of the West have lessened 
one iota. Close to the Atlantic, between Bel- 
mullet and Killala and southward to Blacksod 
Bay, there are still miles of wild, unspoilt 
country, holding an infinite variety of game 
} and wildfowl. It is not such as will appeal to 
those whose shooting enthusiasm is confined 
to the cut and dried methods of the well 
organised covert shoot. Nor is it the country 
for anyone who is not prepared to work first, 
last and all the time for a sometimes meagre 
return. But those to whom the bag is not 
everything, and who have no aversion to 
getting exceedingly wet and still more dirty, 
will find a fascination in bog-shooting not easy 
to describe. 

POSSIBLE BAGS. 

When the home bred snipe and wildfow! 
are een by the autumn migrants, these 
wide op.2 spaces near the coast provide a 
variety of rough shooting, which is unsur- 
passed in the British Isles. A few odd 
yrouse, golden plover galore, many species ot 
duck, teal, widgeon, woodcock, jack and full- 
size snipe, offer possibilities to the sportsman

of putting a dozen varieties of game into the 
bag during the day. Success 1s, of course, 
largely dependent on the extent to which the 
weather influences the movements of the 
birds. Sometimes there are days of rain 
with dark stormy nights, which cause the 
snipe, restless and hungry, to rise in wisps 
clean out of shot, and on which 
little else is approachable, but unen- 
viable as is the reputation of 
Western weather, it scarcely merits all the 
abuse it usually receives. ‘laking the season 
as a whole, there are comparatively few 
days when the bag does not contain a fair 
perventage of “various,” and fewer still when 
shooting is impossible. Whatever the weather 
the bogs are never entirely empty of snipe, 
which imyariably have certain favourite 
haunts that never disappoint. On those 
calm days in autumn which so often follow 
still moonlight nights, the number in the 
bogs will often»be astonishing. After visit- 
ing their favourite feeding-grounds they 
flizht in, thorougnly gorged, and lie so close 
that with anything like decent shooting a 
good bag can be counted. on. 


THE CICERONE. 

Where there is no regular keeper, there is 
in most shoots an individual who, for a 
modest competence ‘‘looks after’ the 
place. It is, perhaps, as well 
not to inquire too — closely into 
the latter’s antecedent habits, although the 
West of Ireland has often proved the truth of 
the old saying that ‘‘a reformed poacher 

makes a good keeper.’ In any case, a 
stranger to the country, requires an efficient 
cicerone for, more reaséns than one. Only 
long experience can teach the way to walk a 
bog. Those spots which to the outward eye 
appear so safe are usually the very reverse, 
and the uninitiated may find it not only ex- 
cessively unpleasant, but often extremely 
dangerous, to venture forth without a trust- 
worthy guide. Again, only by experience can 
you learn the best methods of walking and 
| beating these large areas, the effect of 
wind and weather on the  move- 
ments of wildfowl, etc.; and in all 
such things the native is a past 
master. His natural courtesy will prompt 
him to agree with everything you say, and to 
tell you exactly what he thinks you want to 
hear, but given his own way, by an almost 
uncanny wstinct for picking the right spots 
under any weather conditions, he will show 
you double the sport you would ever get on 
your own.

I do not think the extreme West 
suffered to the same degree as many other 
parts of the country. For one thing, the 
district has always been sparsely populated, 
and the combined native efforts would scarcely 
have had much effect on such a wide area. Its 
very inaccessibility—thirty miles from railhead 
over some oí the worst roads in al 
lreland—rendered it both inconvenient and 
unprofitable to alJl save its own inhabitants. 
But it. always was, and is still, a sanctuary 
for vermin of all kinds. There seems, however, 
to be some hope of the vermin menace being 
effectively dealt with under the s-hemes put 
forward for the improvement in Irish shoot- 
ings. If, as seems possible, some part of tlie 
revenue derived from Fire Arm Certificates 
were applied in rewards for vermin destruc- 
tion, this part of the world would rapidly 
become a sportsman’s paradise. Many of the 
shoots are now vested in the Land Commis- 
sion, and any expenditure on their improve- 
ment and maintenance would not only be re- 
paid many times over by increased rentals, 
but would also be the means of bringing 
much needed money into, perhaps, the 
poorest district in Ireland. 


ACCOMMODATION. 

The EE ae opening up of the country 
and . the rovement in the roads make 
sh ooting in nae remoter districts much less 
of an undértaking than it was a few years 
ago. All that the visitor requires is a high 
degree of physical fitness and a motor car. 
For those with limited leisure there are a 
few hotels with shooting free to visitors. 

The first-class railway hotel at Mallaranny 
sente a considerable amount from the Land 
Commission, and cther tpg where comfort- 
able quarters can be had at a very reason- 
able figure are isclirvllet ae Achill, and the 
Krrew Hotel at Crossmolina. These are 
ali situated in the midst of fine  shoot- 
ing country, while Ballina and Easky are 
good headquarters for shooting’ North- 
Kast Mayo and the Sligo border. 
Ail through .the Bangor-Erris district 
em-s shrdlu shrdlu shrdlu cmfwv cemfwefm 
there are several lodges to be had for the 
season at very reasonable rents. These shoots 
vary in extent from 6,000 to over 30.000 
acres, and, as a fair sample of the rentals 
asked, one of 35,000 acres, including a lodge 
and the early spring fishing rights on an ex- 
cellent salmon river, was advertised not long 
ago at £220 a vear. Some of the lands are 
still in private ownership, but many are 
vested in the Department of Lands and 
Fisheries, who are very prompt in respond- 
ing to enquiries on the subject. 

To those who can spare the time to go 
rather far afield, the West Country offers 
three outstanding attractions—variety of 
sport, scenic beauty and a warm welcome. 
The visitor will find his keeper, his beaters, 
and everyone with whom he comes in con- 
tact ‘just as anxious for the success of his 
sport as he is himself. The never-failing 
sense of humour and that inimitable power 
of making a stranger’s interests their own 
make the people of Connaught the most 
delightful companions in the world. Thus, 
whatever fortune has in store, and despite 
the vagaries of the Western climate, depres- 
sion will have no part in a shooting trif 
And one thing further, I think, is in- 
disputable—that in no other part of the 
British Isles will the keen sportsman get 
better value for his money.

PAX ROMANA.

CORK, Sunday. 
HE South seems to be thoroughly out 
of luck this season. First came the 
foot-and-mouth disease, then the weather 
(which gave our potatoes the blight and is 
now threatening the harvest), and, finally, 
foot-and-mouth again. This last outbreak 
affects Cork and Waterford in particular, 
Fishguard being the port for almost all 
our export trade. 
Arrangements have been made to divert 
the cattle shipments to Birkenhead and 
Cardiff, and no effort is being spared to 
provide for adequate transport. At the 
same time, the cattle exporter is bound to 
suffer ; for the long sea journey will result 
in deterioration to the beasts and affect 
prices. It has also been pointed out that 
the recurrence of these outbreaks in 
England may cause nervousness among the 
stock-breeders there, and this also may 
produce bad effects. 


THE TRAMWAY WORKERS. 


The Cork tramways are to close down 
next month (the exact date has yet to be 
announced), and some two hundred men 
will be thrown out of employment. A 
number of these, no doubt, will be 
absorbed into the augmented ’bus services, 
but the position of the rest has still to be 
considered. 

It is only right that they should receive 
some kind of compensation, but who is to 
pay it? Some months ago it was suggested 
that the ratepayers should bear the 
burden, but at present the feeling is that, 
as the city was not responsible for their 
dismissal, it should not be asked to foot 
the bill. 

There is certainly a strong case for 
asking the Electricity Supply Board to 
pay compensation. For many years past 
the Cork trams have been unprofitable, 
but the company that owned them also 
supplied the electric light of the city. They 
made a profit out of this which was enough 
to offset their losses on the trams, and 
thus the whole concern remained solvent. 
The Electricity Supply Board took over 
the lighting and left the trams to the com- 
pany, thereby signing their death-warrant 
at once. The Board’s policy in so doing 
may, or may not, have been sound, but 
responsibility for the present situation 
would appear to Hest with them. 


THE ABANDONED SPEED TRIALS. 


The motor-cycle speed trials, which were 
to have been held at Cork on September 
21st, have been abandoned. This will 
be a _ disappointment to motor-cycle 
enthusiasts, who were expecting to see 
many spectacular attempts to lower Mr. T. 


Wright’s record on the Carrigrohane road 

The reason given is that it would be im- 
possible to cater properly for the expected 
crowds. The land on both sides of the roa: 
is quite flat, and, in order that the publi: 


might get a proper view of the trials, it 
would be necessary to.erect stands. The 
expense of doing this is considered’ un- 
justifiable, in view of the fact that they 
would only be needed for one day. 

The Carrigrohane road will be the scene 
of next year’s Industrial and Agricultural 
Fair, the progress of which is being 
watched with great imterest in Cork. Work 
has already been started or. the grounds, 
and at present’an enclosing hoarding is in 
process of erection.” Tenders are being 
invited for the main Exhibition Hall, and 
building should be tommenced within a 
few weeks. 

The Committee are well satisfied with 
the response made to their appeal for 
guarantors, and with the progress that 
has been made on the scheme. 


POTTERY WORKS SUCCESS. 


The Carrigaline Pottery Works, which 
were visited last week by Dr. Cohalan, are 
a good example of how local resources 
might be developed. It has always been 
known that the Cork Harbour area is one 
that has great possibilities industrially, 
but it was not until three years ago, 
when these works were established, that 
any use was made of the fact. 

The industry started in a small way. 
flower pots and vases being the principal 
output, but the demand for its products 
has been ‘growing steadily, and at present 
about twenty hands are employed, nearly 
all being local men. 

The company is now manufacturing « 
variety of articles, and derives a great 
deal of profit during the summer months 
by the sale of Irish-made “ souvenirs”’ to 
English and American tourists. On the 
whole, however, it caters for more prac- 
tical wants, and specialises in the manu- 
facture of teapots. The demand exceeds 
the output at present, but in a short time 
the company hope to be in a position to 
supply half the Free State demand for 
this article. 


WEST WATERFORD HUNT TO CARRY 
ON. 


The recent auction of the West Water- 
ford Hunt at Cappoquin was rather a 
melancholy affair, many of the horses and 
hounds being sold off at ridiculously low 
prices. At first it was feared that this 
auction meant the end of the Hunt, but 
sportsmen will be glad to learn that this 
is not to be the case. Mr. Ion Villiers- 
Stuart purchased a number of hounds at 
the sale, and these, added to his own 
private pack at Dromana, will be sufficient 
to ensure the Hunt’s continuance for 
another year at least. Waterford people 
are evidently determined to keep this old- 
‘stablished hunt from extinction, and there 
vas a very large attendance at a recent 
lance held for its benefit at Cappoquin.

the lead of the Leicester Square Cinema in 
London. In Dublin at least one cinema has, 
from the beginning of its carver, with only 
a short imterval of pure mechanisation, 
aceepted the idea of the “ stage presenta- 
tion,” and has found it a most popular part 
of the programme. 

While oar Film Censorship is busy chang- 
ing the titles of films, and having parts of 
posters blocked out with hlank paper. an 
extraordinary item has been permitted to 
pass into a News Reel without protest. 
Everyone is righteously indignant at the 
callous shooting of children by gunmen in 
tne streets of New York, and everyone will 
agree with the announcer in the News Reel 
that '“we' must be freed from such events. 
But it has to be remembered that the appeal 
to good citizenship against gangsters was an 
appeal to Americans, and that citizens of 
other. countries cannot give effective assist- 
ance, There was no reason, then, why Irish 
audiences should have been harrowed by the 
gravesid® anguish of the bereaved mother 
of one of the murdered children; no 
reason why that particular news item 
shonld have heen shown outside the 
United States. ‘The whole business was re- 
volting to an Irish audience, and there is at 
least one who hopes never to have it 
repeated. We have no desire in this country 
to have the sufferings of our fellow-beings 
used as material for our entertainment. 
Probably the Censor could not prevent the 
item from being shown. 


CHAPLIN AND TOLSTOY.

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World Unrest. 
Bishop af Cashel’s 


Sermon. 
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FROM Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Sunday. 
S “as Rig at Waterford Cathedral] to-day, 


the Right Rev. Dr. MeNeice, Bishop 
of Cashel, said that the present situa- 
tion was critical. The situation which con- 
fronted the British people to-day, and all 
b les, was oí the vey gravest character. 
t did not originate with the resignation of 
the Government. The roots were in the past. 
These troubles could not be understood except 
in relation to the decisions come to and the 
licies adopted in the years preceding the 
reat War, and in the peace negotiations 
which followed it. As a consequence a world 
situation. followed, not. economic only, but 
fundamentally moral and spiritual. In China, 
India, Russia, experiments, political and social, 
were being made which would vitally affect 
the condition of hundreds of millions. Not 
in these countries alone was there unrest. 
What was the meaning of the _ re 
yolution in Spain? What caused it, 
and what did it portend? In countries 
beyond the. Atlantic there were  pheno- 
mena which were entirely novel. They 
and their fathers were accustomed to point 
to America and Canada as countries where 
there was bread enough for their own peoples 
and for emigrants from this and other 
countries. Now there were some seven million 
unempioyed in the United States, and there 
and in Canada multitudes were perishing from 
hunger. 
A WORLD PROBLEM. 

A few weeks ago a ietter from the President 
of the United States, a man of great head 
and heart, arrested the attention of the world. 
Why were English statesmen so prompt to 
second the recommendations from America to 
relieve Germany’ The answer was obvious: 
they felt that the problem was not simply a 
German problem, but a world problem. If 
Germany collapsed the financial stability of 
England and America would be shaken and 
the standards of life lowered for more than 
half the population of the world. If confi- 
dence were to be given to the world it was 
absolutely essential that the proposals of the 
American President should be accepted with 
promptitude. Alas, they were not. 

The next great shock was felt in England. 
Men mopped their brows as it came home to 
them that England might lose her place as the 
centre and pillar of the world’s economic life.

That was not only an economic question; it 
was a moral question, because the financial 
collapse of England would result in» upheaval 
and distress in every civilised country, and 
quite possibly in revolution in more than one. 
Mr. Hoover’s proposals of a few weeks ago 
did not represent a change of mind on his 
ong In the negotiations following the war 
e gave similar counsels. Other counsels, 
alas, prevailed. It might be taken with cer- 
tainty that there would be no crisis such as 
that which now menaced Europe, and more 
than Europe, if the men who had drafted 
the peace treaties had thought not only of 
their own countries, but of the claims of 
others. 
THE PEACE TERMS. 

Flushed with what they were pleased to 
regard as their victory, and obsessed with 
fear, they made a peace which had proved 
to be no peace. The terms imposed on the 
vanquished were such as made industria! 
revival in Germany and what used to be 
Austria impossible. The prolonged impoverish- 
ment of the millions thus affected had con- 
tributed to the impoverishment of Europe. 
When the Franco-Prussian War of 1870 was 
over there was a new problem. It was how 
to make peace. ‘They knew what happened, 
and the argument which prevailed was that 
France could not be trusted; that the French 
people must be made feel that they had Jost 
territory, status, and the confidence of the 
nations; that France must be kept weak; for 
a strong and prosperous France would be a 
menace. The peacemakers were not troubled 
with any thought of the Christian ethic; 
that, forsooth, was not for statesmen and 
nations. The State had its own ethic. ‘he 
peace of 1871 did not diminish the risk of 
another war. It made such a catastrophe 
inevitable. There followed more than forty 
years of distrust and hate, and when the crash 
came in 1914 it meant the break up of the 
world. Young men of all nations threw them- 
selves with enthusiasm into the Great War. 
The hope of the tens of thousands who made 
the supreme sacrifice was that that war should 
end war, and prepare the way for a partner- 
ship in which each nation should have an 
opportunity of contributing what it could to 
the better life of the world. But it was the 
fears of the old, who survived rather than 
the hopes of the yourg who died that 
determined the character of the peace, ‘The 
victorious allies of 1918 did not differ 
fundamentally in their policy from the 
victorious Prussians of 1870. In both crises 
the lessons of history were ignored. In both 
the signs of the times were misread, and in 
beth decisions were made on the assumption 
that the nation could have security and pros- 
perity while its neighbours were degraded and 


depressed. 
THE ROOT CAUSE. 

What had been a world system of inter- 
course was broken up by the Great War, and 
broken stil] more by the peace that followed. 
In that fact was the root cause of the 
special distress of this time. In the existing 
ccnditions there was the possibility of the 
downfall of western civilisation. If this was 
ty» be averted there must be a change of 
heart, a new mind, or what in the New 
Testament was called repentance, With 
spiritual re-birth Christian stan s would 
count. ‘They, who were Chrisitans, ought to 
have something distinctive to offer towards a 
solution of the problem which was perplesing 
world to-day. The Church, if 1t was the 
of Christ, was responsible for inter- 

eting the mind of Christ. It would be for 
há, in season and out of season, to persuade 
o: endeavour to persuade to Christ's outlook.

huge domestic issues which confront it, 
will be unable to spare time for inter- 
national affairs, This opinion, if it were 
true, would imply a strange dulness on 
the part of British statesmen. If the 
economic crisis of the past six months 
has proved nothing else, it has shown to 
ordinary men what economists have been 
trying to drum into their heads for a 
very long time—namely, that prosperity 
is an international, rather than a national, 
affair. Prosperity is an unstable thing. 
It depends on more than the ability and 
will of a people to work. Even a small 
war can impoverish a small country for 
a generation, and the devastating effects 
of a war increase in proportion to the 
number and importance of the countries 
engaged in it. The Great War involved 
at least three-quarters of the civilised 
world, and to-day every one of the 
belligerent nations, and most of the non- 
combatants, are suffering from its effects. 
If, and when, the next war comes, its 
incidence will be at once more widespread 
ahd more severe; for it will come, not 
upon a prosperous, but upon a suffering, 
world. Britain has an instant duty to 
make war on war. 

The Disarmament Conference will start 
with fair prospects. Virtually all the 
world will be represented at Geneva, and 
the nations will have had their racial 
arrogance subdued by the chilly waters of 
economic depression. They will be able to 
approach the problem of disarmament in 
a cool—and, therefore, a logical—state of 
mind. The greatest fear is that some 
fresh ‘‘incident’’ may happen which 
will tend to revive old jealousies and 
suspicions. Such an “ incident ” was the 
proposed Austro-German Customs Union, 
which very soon will absorb the attention 
of the Council of the League of Nations. 
Opinion may differ on the desirability of 
that Union, but all men will agree that 
it had one unfortunate effect, in that it 
disturbed the growing harmony of Franco- 
German relations. The economic crisis 
which soon followed overshadowed the 
question of Anschluss, and the last few 
weeks have brought a notable improve- 
ment in the mutual feelings of France 
and Germany. Nevertheless, a certain 
bitterness must be aroused in the country 
against which the Permanent Court for 
International Justice gives decision, and 
we can but hope that it will not show 
unhappy results at the Disarmament Con- 
ference. France’s attitude is not easily 
understood ; for she must know that, so far 
as the danger of war is concerned, her chief 
potential enemy is neither Germany nor an 
Austro-German coalition. 

Yet, despite fair omens, none of the 
nations appears to view the Disarmament 
Conference with that suppressed enthu- 
siasm which such an occasion ought to

A civic guard of twenty 
thousand men has been enrolled in New 
South Wales to combat any Communist 
attempt that may be ‘made to take control 
in the province. The great forces of 
sanity in the world are setting their faces 
against the menace of rule by terror.

Horoscopes. 


Mr. Gandhi, whispering he would ne’er 
consent, has consented and is on the high 
seas. It seems that. the mysterious 
intelligence which Anglo-Indians call 
‘“ bazaar rumour ” had no doubts in the 
matter ; during his most violent oscillations 
it said calmly, ‘‘ He will go to London.” 
We might suspect the existence of a shrewd 
belief that the oscillations were “- play- 
acting,’’ but the alleged cause of India’s 
confidence is more impressive. She had 
pinned an unshaken faith in Mr. Gandhi’s 
horoscope. It was written for his parents 
at his birth, and it predicted that, at 
his present age, he would cross the ocean 
and would secure from the White Emperor 
a measure of independenee for India. This 
horoscope—which leaves much latitude for 
the conditions of peace—may be fulfilled ; 
in any case it will have served a usefu! 
purpose if it keeps Congress quiet during 
the Round Table Conference. The Hindus, 
like most oriental races, tie their 
destinies to the stars; and Europe ought 
to remember that her own scepticism about 
stellar influence is of quite recent date. 
Astrology was the father of modern 
astronomy. - Its chief professors in 
Europe became rich and famous, and so 
late as the seventeenth century zealous 
Churchmen patronised it. Burton, cf 
“The Anatomy of Melancholy,’’ died at 
the date which he had predicted from his 
horoscope. Lilly claimed th.: the stars 
had forewarned him of the fate of Charles 
I. and of the plague and fire of London. 
John Dryden reckoned his children’s 
nativity, and, more than a century after- 
wards, the great Napoleon reposed a 
cheated faith in his star. When 
we describe anybody as . “ jovial,” 
‘“saturnine’’ or ‘“‘mercurial,’’ we pay 
tribute to the once universal faith that 
a man’s nature was influenced by the 
planet under which he was born. It is 
said that sometimes, even now, staid 
Astronomers-Royal are startled by requests 
for horoscopes. 


The Dentist’s Chair. 


For all the advances of modern science 
and research, the old conception of the 
dentist as one of the bogeys of life has not 
lost its hold upon popular imagination. 
At its annual meeting last week the British 
Dental Association registered a protest 
against this unjust legend. Not even the 
youngest child, it seems, need any longer 
harbour that fear of the forceps which so 
frequently turns a perfectly painless 
dental examination into an experience 
exquisitely harrowing to the mind, if not 
to the nerves of the teeth. The humane 
dentist of to-day sets himself out to gain 
the confidence of his young clients by 
teaching them to regard the proceedings as 
a game, with novel and diverting features. 
He displays the fearsome implements of 
his craft one by one, and explains their 
uses in a short excursus which is a nice 
blend of instruction and amusement ; and. 
when he has convinced the patient that the 
drill and the probe are the merest toys, 
the reassuring process is rounded off by an 
exhilarating ride in the chair. The picture 
is an attractive one, and the method might 
be adopted with success in the treatment of 
older victims. In their case, however, the 
latter part of the programme might be 
cancelled ; for the invitation to take a ride 
has a sinister significance which is not 
calculated to raise the spirits of people of 
maturer years. The child’s horror of the 
dentist is seldom the result of personal 
experience. More frequently it can be 
traced to the ill-timed revelations of his 
seniors, who take a mournful pleasure in 
reminiscences of their own sufferings in 
the dental chair. If the child goes to the 
dentist in the expectation of suffering, he 
will suffer ; if he goes without anxiety, his 
treatment probably will give him no 
reason to regard dentistry with dread.

CHILEAN NITRATE 
INDUSTRY. 


£75,000,000 COMBINE IN 


JEOPARDY.

: NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The Chilean Government has ordered a 
complete investigation into the activities 
of Cosach, the gigantic nitrate concern, 
according to an Associated Press despatch 
from Santiago. ' 

Cosach (Compagnia de Salitre de Chile), 
a £75,000,000 combine was formed some 
months ago, and ten days ago the Chilean 
Chamber adopted a bill ealling for the 
revision of the law under which the con- 
cern was formed. 

The Government, in particular, will 
investigate the charges oí improper pres- 
sure brought against independent com- 
panies in order to force them to enter the 
combine. Inquiry will be made also into 
the allegation of excessive fees charged for 
the use of patents. 

The New York Times states: ‘‘ The 
whole future of the combine is reported to 
be in the melting pot. A vast capital, 
both foreign and home, is involved. The 
fact that the nitrate industry has been 
the mainstay of Chile for a century makes 
the issue of the gravest.”’ 


BARBARIC SPLENDOUR 
AT CHIEF’S WEDDING. 


TWO TRIBES UNITED IN 
NATAL. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MARITZBURG, Sunday. 

Five thousand people saw the spectacu- 
lar wedding of Chief Langalake, of Hemu- 
Hemu, to his ninth wife, for whom he 
paid fifty head of cattle. 

The ceremony was watched by a party 
from King’s House, Durban, including 
Lady Joan Villiers, the daughter of the 
Governor-General. 

The bride, Funani Mgubane, is the 
daughter of the Chief of the Bomvus, in 
the Greytown district, so the wedding 
unites two of Natal’s largest tribes. The 
first son of the marriage will be the heir 
to Langalake’s title. 

A solitary warrior on the top-most point 
of a blue-grey kopje blew a clarion call, 
which echoed through the valley. In a 
moment hills, which had been quiet and 
deserted, swarmed with singing, shouting 
natives.

Holding her 
hand, he took her to his tribesmen, and 
the couple were immediately lost to sight 
among an excited mass of shining arms 
and waving sticks. Dancing and feasting 
continued throughout the night.

The Cabinet when it meets to-morrow 
afternoon will be confronted with some 
comprehensive schemes in regard to pos. 
sible economies, prepared by the Economy 
Committee set up last week. This body 
has been steadily at work since it was 
appointed, and held a meeting to-day to 

ut the final touches to its proposals. 

ese plans will be reviewed to-morrow, 
and it is hoped that they will find accept- 
ance. If so, a considerable advance will 
have been made towards the preparation 
of the necessary legislation, which will be 
submitted to Parliament on September 
8th, the earliest date possible. In 
political circles to-day there were rumours 
that the suggested economies are likely to 
arouse opposition in many quarters, since 
they are of a widespread, drastic, and in 
more than one instance of an unexpected, 
character. Another rumour was to the 
effect that there would be no increase on 
the ordinary income tax. This is not sur- 
prising, since it is virtually certain that 
the limit of such taxation has heen 
reached. The rumour does not embras 
super-tax, however, and it is probable that 
the few will be summoned again to make 
heavy sacrifices for the good of the 


country. 
The Government's Majority. 


It was generally concluded yesterday 
after the Conservative and Liberal Party 
meetings that Mr. Macdonald would have 
a steady working majority in the House 
of Commons of at least fifty members. 
Possibly there will be more after he has 
had an opportunity of explaining the 
circumstances leading to the resignation 
of the Labour Goverament. A number of 
Labour members at present are “sitting 
on the fence.” Their attitude is due to 
the fact that they know little of the real 
causes of the crisis, and it is possible that 
some. of them will decide to support the 
Government when they realise that the 
steps taken by Mr. Macdonald were not 
only necessary, but inevitable. In this 
connection it is said that when Mr. Mac- 
donald makes his opening speech for the 
Government in the House of Commons he 
intends to address the electors rather than 
their representatives ; and it is anticipated 
that his statement is likely to have a 
marked effect on Labour opinion generally. 


Election Prospects. 


Much of the talk of the past forty-eight 
hours concerning a possible general 
election in the not distant future is dis- 
counted in political circles, where it is 
thought that the Government may be 
faced with unexpected difficulties in carry- 
ing out its programme of financial reform. 
Any appeal to the electorate must be post- 
poned until the Budget has been arranged 
and its provisions passed into law. More 
than one Act of Parliament will be neces- 
sary for this purpose, and though a free 
use may be made of Orders in Council, or, 
perhaps, of newer methods, much time will 
be required. November is mentioned as a 
probable month for an election, but ex- 
perienced politicians incline to the view 
that the National Government will be in 
office when Parliament meets in the normal 
way next February, and that it may remain 
in office throughout 1932. 
without saying, however, that in such a 
situation as the present the unexpected 
may play a prominent part, compelling an 
appeal to the country. Yet, when al! 


things are considered, if the Government. 


is given a fair chance to carry out its task, 
a general election is not likely this year. 


Labour Fears. 


One point to be considered in connection 
with the rumours of an early general elec- 
tion is that the Labour Party is opposed 
strongly to such a step, since it realises 
that the part played by the. Conservatives 
in the formation of a National Govern- 
ment is certain to have a very pronounced 
and favourable effect on the electorate. 
Among the rank and file of the Labour 
Party there is some misgiving at the 
moment concerning the impression which 
their attitude will make on many of their 
constituents. They fear that, when once 
the small] investor has realised the danger 
threatened to his savings, he will resent 
the Labgur Party’s definite refusal to avert 
what would have been a calamity for 
countless thousands. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson is beginning to 
appreciate some of the uncomfortable 
possibilities of his situation; for it is 
noticeable that he is changing his earlier 
tone. He will find matters increasingly 
difficult once Parliament is open and the 
elector begins to grasp the position. The 
new Labour leader, who is no extremist, 
will find his following difficult to control. 
Discord is likely to break out before long, 
with the usual result on public opinion, 
while the moment is approaching when the 
Prime Minister will be able to reveal the 
full story. This will not help the ex- 
Ministers to retain their present popu- 


larity with the members of their party. 


Repairing the Streets. 


The most important autumn repair 
attack on the streets of London will begin 
to-morrow with the tearing up of 7,000 
square feet of St. James’s street. Day 
and night shifts will be employed, and the 
work will extend into October. The 
foundation of the new roadway will con- 
sist of twelve inches of concrete, over 
which will be laid wood blocks—most will 
be of Swedish deal, but, as an experi- 
ment, one part is to be made up with 
British Columbian pine wood. This is the 
first time when such blocks have been 
used §n London, and a careful observation 
will be kept upon their wearing pro- 
perties, compared with blocks of foreign 
origin. 


The Cricket Season. 


All the teams in the County Cricket 
Championship have had a calamitous 
season, and it is possible that there will 
be some resignations from the list of first- 
class counties, while, in many cases, 
drastic economies will be necessitated. 
Fortunately, the report that Glamorgan- 
shire, the last county to enter the first- 
class championship, intended to retire is 
incorrect, and it is expected that the team 
will be able to carry on. In the case of 
Northamptonshire, the position is not -o 
promising, but there will be no retirement 
from the championship if it can be 
avoided. Apart from the prevailing 1m- 
dustrial depression, cricket has been 
affected adversély by several other circum- 
stances, It has had to meet the severe 
competition of tennis and golf, while, as 
far as the county matches are concerned, 
there has been the unfavourable weather. 
Moreover, the increase in the number of 
car-owners, who formerly attended the 
games, but now prefer a run to the coast, 

as done no little harm to attendances.

willing to face the furces of disorder, and 
1 have such reliance in the people of this 
country, and believe so heartily in the 
common-sense of Irishmen and women, 
that 1 believe that they will never allow 
a small, ignoble minority. to rule the 
country. ‘Luey will see that majority rule 
always prevails, and the country will 
always cnoose its Government in the only 
way in which a democratic country can 
choose its Government—that is, through 
the medium of the ballot box, and not 
through the medium of the gun. 


A SOLVENT STATE. 


In the earlier part of his speech the

Weather conditions at Calshot yester- 
day again made impossible high speed 
flying in preparation for the race. 

It is now five days since any of the 
pilots were in the air. The S6A, the 
machine which was badly damaged about 
two months ago, has been reconditioned, 
and is to be delivered at the aerodrome 
to-day. 

It is one of the seaplanes which took 
part in the Schneider race in 1929, and 
has been modified to meet the more 
strenuous conditions imposed in this 
year's test. 

It is the sister seaplane to the one in 
which Lieutenant Brinton lost his life, 
and will almost certainly be the British 
third machine in the race. 

New engines have been placed in the 
two seaplanes built specially for this 
year’s event. 

They are the last engines which will be 
used for practice flights, after which the 
engines to be used in the race will be 
installed. 

The life of one of these engines is only 
about five flying hours.

BOMBAY, Saturday. 

Wearing a loin cloth and with a scarf 
thrown loosely across his shoulders and 
a pocket watch dangling from his waist, 
Mr. Gandhi sailed at 1.50 this afternoon 
in the P. and O. liner Rajputana for 
England. With him were one of his sons, 
Devidas Gandhi; his secretary, Miss 
Slade, daughter of the late Admiral 
Slade; Mrs. Naidu and Pundit Mala- 
viya. 

‘* T see nothing on the horizon to warrant 
hope,” he said, in a final interview before 
the liner left, ‘‘ but I was born an 
optimist, and I am hoping against hope. . 
My faith is in God, and I expect He will 
use me as His instrument for the service 
of humanity.”’ 


FREE FIGHT WITH “ REDS.” 


The departure of the liner. which was 
watched by thousands, was the finale to 
‘scenes of enthusiasm such as Bombay has 
rarely witnessed. From an early hour, 
when Gandhi arrived by train at Bandra, 
ten miles from the city, he was besieged 
by admirers. 

All along the line from there to the pier- 
side crowds surged around him, and the 
unanimity of his send-off was marred only 
by an unrehearsed brush near the quay 
between Congress volunteers and a small 
procession of Red Flag union demonstra- 
tors, who carried banners inscribed “Down 
with Gandhi!” and “Gandhi goes to 
London on his bended knees!’’ Shouting 
“Gandhi ki . jai!’’ (‘‘‘Hurrah for 
Gandhi !’’), the volunteers tore the banners 
from the demonstrators’ grasp and burned 
them. About a dozen of the Red flaggers 
were injured in the rough and tumble, 


MAHATMA MOBBED. 


At the quayside the crowds were so press- 
ing that the Mahatma had difficulty in 
getting on to the gangway. 

In London Gandhi intends to wear his 
usual dress—a dhoti, or loin-cloth—if 
weather permits, and a pair of sandals. He 
will go about bareheaded. His food will 
consist of goats’ milk and dried dates. —

From OUR SpeciaL REPRESENTATIVE. 
NEWRY, Sunday. 

‘HOUGH fears had been held to the 

contrary, the Royal Black Preceptory 
demonstration beld at Newry yesterday 
afternoon passed off quietly and peace- 
fully. The frontier town, situated in a 
hollow, not many miles from the Free 
State-Northern . Ireland border, has a 
majority of Nationalists, and in view of the 
recent border troubles in connection with 
demonstrations of this kind, it was antici- 
pated that there might be reprisals. For 
this reason the authorities took great pre- 
cautions, and on Friday large parties of 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, under District 
Inspector Moore, son of the Lord Chief 
Justice in Northern Ireland, were drafted 
into the town from the surrounding dis- 
tricts, including Belfast and Armagh. 
There were in all about sixty or seventy 
extra police in the town and two 
‘‘ whippet ” armoured cars, both fully 
manned with machine guns. Throughout 
Saturday the police patrolled the streets 
and as far as possible prevented crowds 
collecting on the public thoroughfares. On 
one occasion, after the demonstration had 
concluded and the participants were mak- 
ing their way to the railway station, a 
scuffle occurred between two or three men 
on the main street, and immediately the 
order, ‘‘ Move on," wes given by the 
police, and crowds were dispersed almost 
immediately. 


RAILWAY GUARDED. 


Throughout the previous night the “B"' 
Special Constabulary, who had been 
mobiilsed, patrolled the main railway 
lines leading to Newry, with a view to pre- 
venting an attempt that might be made to 
disrupt the traffic, whilst the roads were 
also closely guarded. 

One of the armoured cars was stationed 
on the main Newry-Dundalk road, about 
two miles on the Newry side of the border. 
The principal duty of the armoured car 
was to stop all motorists coming from the 
Free State who had refused to pull up at 
the request of a police escort, which was in 
waiting further along the road. All 
vehicles coming over the border were 
closely examined, and those who were un- 
able to give -satisfactory explanations or 
reasons for visiting Newry were sent back 
over the border. 

From early morning large crowds ‘began 
to arrive in the town. dressed in the full 
regalia of the Order. Most of the trades 
in Belfast and surrounding districts had a 
holiday, and availed of the opportunity of 
coming to Newry. Twenty special trains 
‘alone came from Belfast, and it is esti- 
mátéd. that between twenty and thirty 
thousand people came to Newry either by 
special train or omnibus. Notwithstand- 
ing- the. presence of such an enormous 
crowd there were no incidents except a few 
cases of drunkenness. The townspeople 
generally paid little attention to what was 
going on around them, and the only real 
interest displayed was, in a commercial 
sémse, in the supplying of meals.

OTHER ATTRACTIONS. 


It was, perhaps, rather unfortunate for 
the organisers of the demonstration that a 
football match between Glentoran and 
Newry town should be in progress at pre- 
cisely the same time as the meeting ; for 
a large crowd of those who had come 
with the Order found their way to the 
football field. where they thoroughly en- 
joyed the game.

NOT AN INCH.

He said 
that, as Protestants, they deeply resented 
recent happenings in the country. The 
protection which the I-w should afford to 
their brethren in the Free State had been 
withheld, although they had loyally con- 
formed to the changed conditions. “ It 
was,” he added, “ the duty of the Free 
State Government to afford protection, but 
by their vacillation they“played into the 
hands of mob law and disorder.

“ Recently,’’ said Mr. Davison, ‘‘ the 
Hibernians spoke of unity, and said that 
unity was very near, but I can say in the 
name of the Orangemen of Northern 
Ireland and the Royal Black Order that 
unity is further away than ever as a result 
of the prevention of our brethren’s demon- 
stration.”’ 

NOT WEAKENING.

“That we, as the Executive of the 

Seaham Division of the Labour Party, 

move that we abide by the constitution 

and principles of the National Labour 

Movement and determine to oppose the 

National Government.

PREMIER’S LETTER TO HIS 


CONSTITUENTS. 
The following letter from Mr. Macdonald 
as read at the meeting of the Seaham Har- 
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bour Labour Party Executive, held at 
Horden on. Saturday afternoon, and ajfter- 
wards the resolution asking him to resign was 
was passed :— 

‘“My Dear Coxon,—You will have seen 
the very sudden changes, aud, no doubt, will 
be mysufied. 1 wanted, if I could possibly 
manage it, to meet the Seaham Executive to 
explam the whole position to them. Do not 
believe what is being published in the papers, 
either Labour or others. 

“In a sentence, the situation is this—We 
were suddenly faced with a great financial 
crisis which, unless averted, would have 
brought this country to a state of industrial 
chaos, which weuld have made wages tumble 
down, unemployment pay almost disappear, 
and would have deprived the working classes, 
who have laid anything by—things hke War 
Loan Certificates, Post Office Savings, and 
so on—of scores of millions of pounds. 

“ We either have to face the question of 
how to avert that crisis or allow it to come 
upon us and shatter us,; Under such cir- 
cumstances it was quite useless talking about 
banking reform and that sort of thing. - A 
doctor might as well talk about vegetarianism 
while his patient was suffering from an acute 
attack of appendicitis. The appendix had to 
come out first of all, and a more scientific 
treatment had then to be applied to the re- 
covering patient. 


ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY. 

“But it is a long story, and I want to 
tell you, and to assure the Executive, that a 
small cut in unemployment pay now is abso- 
lutely necessary in order to keep unemploy- 
ment pay going at all. Remember this also, 
that since 1929 money in relation to the cost 
of living has gone down 114 per cent., so if 
a request be made of a cut of ten per cent., 
the unemployed are still in a better position 
than:they were over two years ago. 

“ I profoundly regret what has happened, 
and if I conld onbty save you all in the long 
run J should cheerfnily accept any sacrifice 
in doing it. It is the war over again. I 
know the pressure which will be brought to 
bear upon my friends in Seaham. but tell 
them that I place myself unreservedly in their 
hands, and am willing to do whatever they 
desire. 

“HH has been my fate not to be able to 
sec them nearly as much as I should have 
liked, but they do got require to be assured 
of the great pleasure J have had in acting :s 
their member for the past two years.”

Moving the resolations, which placed on re-. 
cord their loyalty and devotian to King George,’ 


and his successors, being Protestants, affirm- 
ing adherence to the principles of the Refor- 
mation and the right of civil and religious 
liberty for all, and expressing a steadfast 
resolution ‘‘to maintain the Protestant faith 
of our fathers and to defend unflinchingly the 
nation’s priceless blessings—an open Bib!e and 
freedom of worship’’—Sir Robert Kennedy 
said the resolutions showed that the Orange 
Order was not, and never had been, what it 
was sometimes falsely represented to be—a 
political party institution. It was essentially 
a Protestant religious Order. Toleration, he 
said, was a cardinal principle of Protestantism. 
Recently there had been a depioxable incident 
in the Free State, in which their brethren 
were exposed to the hostile section of an orga- 
nised mob of irresponsible individuals. If 
their brethren were acting within the limits of 
the laws of the Free State, it was obviously 
the duty of tie authorities of that State to 
afford them adequate protection. If, on the 
other hand, they were acting illegally —and this 
he gravely doubted—the duty of taking snit- 
able action devolved, in a properly organised 
State, upon the Government, and upon the 
Government only, of that State. 


MORE THAN A CRIME. 


That the bad example thus set should have 
been followed a few live afterwards on their 
side of the boundary, though natural, because 
the provocation had been great, was pot less 
deplorable.

MR. DERMOT MacDERMOT. 


We rcegret to announce the death of Mr. 
Dermot MacDermot, a younger son of the 
late Right Hon. Hugh H. MacDermot, K.C., 
The MacDermot, Prince of Coolavin, who 
was at one time Attorney-General for 
Ireland during a Liberal administration. 
Mr. MaeDermot was a son by The 
MacDermot’s second wife, Henrietta M., 
daughter of the late Mr. Henry Blake. He 
was educated ut Downside and University 
College, Dublin, being admitted a solicitor 
in Hilary term, 1903. —He. had offices. in 
Koyle and Dublin, and enjoyed a large 
practice in the County Rescommon. Mr. 
MacDermot was well known and popular 
in sporting cireles. He was an adept in 
fishing, shooting and tennis, and took an 
interest in local athletics, having presented 
a cup for a foot race, which was recently 
won outright by a Dublin man. He was 
also a keen follower of hunting and racing. 


He was a successful gentleman rider and 
owned some serviceable horses. He held a 
handicapper’s licence and acted in that 
capacity for some time to the Turf Club and 
Trish National Hunt Steeplechase Committee. 
He was a member of the St. Stephen’s Green 
Club, Dublin. Mr. MacDermot's death came 
very suddenly. ast Wednesday he was 
playing tennis at Frenchpark. when he was 
taken ill and had to be hastily removed to 
Dublin.

In the late autumn of the year before last, 
when Brown Jack had cleared up everything 
during the season and was top of all handi- 
caps, Í remember having a long talk with 
Ivor Anthony about his future, when he re- 
marked that he could not see what there was 
for him, as the handicappers seemed likeiy to 
crush him out of everything. 


PROJECTED CHICAGO RACE. 

The projected 100,000 dollars race at 
Arlington Park, Chicago, was then in the 
air, and he asked me if I knew anything 
about it.
